Board had 
no power to raise funds for' such, a 
purpose, the Board could''do'".; nothing 
tn the matter^except inform the Com- 
missioners, that it was not authorized 
to incur any more expenses for the- ex- 
hibit. 


Upon this, decision of the Board, 


Governor S-parks immediately1 wired 
Commissioner Yerington not to incur 
any further expense on behalf of the 
State and to act for the State's best 
Interests. 


Thus ends all . opportunity .for 'fur- 


ther extravagance in this matter. 
In 


spite of the fact that an appropriation 
was made sufficient to have1 -"kept a 
credible exhibit at the St. Louis -Ex- 
position, during "its' entire 
existence 


by a series 
.of .mismanagement the 


funds have been exhausted right at the' 
time when the exhibit should be at its 
best. 
But from the start" the -"reports 


have come that the exhibit, instead 
of being a credit to the 'States-has' been 
a disgrace to it. A majority of the Ne- 
vadans who have visited the fair "and 
compared the State exhibit with other, 
exhibits were completely disgusted.. 


They claim.' that the exhibit -was 


poorly arranged and poorly./attericled. 
People who visited the Nevada de- 
partment usually failed to find any. one 
there to explain maittiers, - according 
to many complaints, and the exhibit 
a greate-r portion of the time -practi- 
cally ran itself. 


While the closing of the exhibit will 


have a bad effect on Nevada enterprise, 
still it is regarded here "as better to 
have never had an exhibit at all "than 
to have It mismanaged: as it has been. 
The closing is a relief and as soon as 
the entire exhibit can be removed the 
better it will be for the State. Nevada, 
which ranks in the lead in resoiirces 
of all kinds was shown up in' a farcial 
manner by the careless way in which 
the exhibit was managed from begin- 
ning to end. 


It is regarded here at least as a re- 


lief that the farce should1 now clo'se. 
Trie graft has gone .far enough. " The 
act of the Governor in advising the". 
Commissioner not 
to incur, any 
• fur- 


ther expense in. the matter will meet 
with the approval of the taxpayers of 
the State. 


It ends a chapter in political graft- 


ing and favoritism that should never 
be permitted where the interest of a 
great State is at strike. 
To make a 


poor show before a small audience is 
bad enough, but to- give a cheap exhi- 
bition before the wohle world is "dam- 
aging.
